Camp Sinawa boasts a large mowed 
open area ideal for picnics. A large barbecue 
pit, a super-sized Weber grill, a volleyball nef 
and many other facilities are available for your 
use.

Use of all facilities: $2.00 per person 
per day. (or $25 per day, whichever is less) 
(or $40 per weekend, whichever 1s less) 


Campsite only: $1.00 per person per day. 
Meeting room: $3.00 


If a group would rather doa service 
project for the camp in lieu of payment, see the 
camp ranger. 


RATES FOR OTHER 
ORGANIZATIONS 


Use of all facilities: $3.50 per person 
per day. (or $50 per day, whichever is less) 


Campsite only: $2.00 per person per day. 


If you are going to be at the waterfront 
you MUST provide your own certified (Red 
Cross Senior Lifesaving or Boy Scout) 
lifeguard. You may get a list of lifeguards for 
hire from the camp ranger. Call early for 
reservations.
